CitieH. At nearly every point the order 
met with Instant response, the employes 
of the company having been prepared for 
the outcome of the visit of the committee 
to this city. 


WILKKSBARKK, Pa.. 
Nov. 23.—In the 
great railroad strike both sides are lying 
on their arms. At 0 o'clock last evening 
two branch engineers reported for work 
on the main line. This is first blood for 
the company. The strikers fear the branch 
men because they know the road. 
Presi- 
dent Wilbur in an interview expressed 
no serious apprensinns concerning 
the 
future and felt sure that the affairs of the 
road would be speedily settled. 
He inti- 
mated, and the dispatches received by him 
•eomed to prove it, that there were plenty 
of applicants for situations from engi- 
neers down. Mr. AVilbur said that he be- 
lieved it would nr)t be much trouble to fill 
the places of all the strikers within a 
week. 


The strike's saddest Teature, perhaps, is 
the enforced idleness it brings upon the 
miners. Kighteen thousand men are idle 
in the Wyoming region alone. How long 
they will be idle cannot be told, but they 
certainly cannot resume until they get 
empty cars. The mines in the Hazleton 
and Mahoney divisions, if they become 
idle, as they must in a daj^ or two, unless 
coal trains are moving freely, will make 
the list of idle collieries number seventy- 
five, and 'DU.OOO men Avill be out of work. 
If the idleness continues a week the single 
item of loss in wages will be nearly 
$3(H),000, to say nothing of the loss to the 
company, to merchants and to general 
business interests.

THE EARTHQUAKE 
IN 
P E R S I A 


tt Xa Jlellevcd That Fully a Thousand 
Kerson?i Perished. 


LONDON, NOV. 22.—A special from Me- 
shed brinies further details of the eai^th- 
4uake that occurred at Kuchan, in the 
northern part of the province of Khoras- 
$an. The to^vn was completely destroyed, 
and the loss of life was immense. 
Great 
crevasses w«re opened in the earth,throuK^ 
r'hich water flowed in torrents, causing 
the Atrek river to orer^low its banks. The 
fertile refi:lon around the city was inun- 
dated, and the lart?e gardens and exten- 
iive vineyards were swept out of exi8t>- 
ence. 


The people of Kuchan had no chance to 
*ave anythini?. The shock was so severe 
that the largest houses in the town, in- 
eluding the residence of the governor, 
wore almost instantly toppled over, crush- 
ing hundreds of people to death. 
The 
town bad a population of between 20,000 
and 26,000 pensons, and it is thought at 
least 1,000 perished. Many persons were 
carried away by the flood that 
flowed 
down the valley, but it is feared that 
many of the villages below Kuchan have 
been destroyed.! 


The district in which Kuchan is situ- 
ated is very populous, and it is feared that 
it has suffered from the earthquake and 
the flood. 


A dispatch from Teheran says that mild 
earthquake shocks continue to bo felt 
there. Meshed and Kuchan are declared 
to be totally destroyed, with great loss of 
life and property. It is added that the 
supply of food and water is exhausted, 
and that most of the survivors have fled 
to the mountains.

seller stamps on the silver bars the 
number of ounces that the bars weigh.

It is removed on trucks to a room to 
be weighed.

TJNRIPE SKED -Wllili GROW, 


It does not need that fruit of any 
kind shall be thoroughly ripe to make 
it grow. 
The same is true of corn. 
We have seen corn planted the last of 
June, and only getting into the milk 
stage saved for seed and growing i^er- 
fectly. 
In fact, it grew faster and 
ripened earlier the following season 
than did corn that was fully matured. 
That may, however, have been due to 
extra care taken with the green seed 
corn. 
It Avas partly stripped of its 
husks and hungup to dry. 
Owing to 
immaturity there was less substance or 
starch in the grain, and when well- 
dried it was so shriveled that it looked 
as if there were little beside the germ 
enclosed in the grain, but every seed 
grew. 
If this soft corn had been left 
in the field, exposed to rains and to 
repeated freezing while damp, proba- 
bly nota grain of it would have grown. 
It injures any seed to freeze it while 
damp, and with those naturally tender 
it entirely destroys their vitality.— 
American Cultivator. 


KEEPING SIHIK 
FRESH. 


It is rather singular that in this in- 
ventive age one of 
our 
most crying 
needs has been hitherto 
overlooked. 
But at length a device has been 
in- 
vented to keep milk fresh. This device 
consists of a sort of closed vessel "with 
an opening at the top to v/hich a glass 
tube, closed at the upper end, is fast- 
ened, the joining being rendered air- 
tight 
by means of an 
India-rubber 
ring. 
The tube is marked with two 
horizontal lines numbered respectively 
seventy-tive degrees and eighty degrees 
centigrade. 
The vessel is tilled with 
milk up to the edge of the neck, which 
is then closed with the glass tube, and 
is now placed on a sand mattress, or 
bain-marie, over the lire. 
The 
milk 
rises to seventy-five degrees, and soon 
afterwards to eighty degrees, and may 
be removed from the fire after remain- 
ing at the above temjierature from ten 
to twenty minutes, and cooled by plac- 
ing the vessel in "water of the temjjera- 
ture of from ten to twenty degrees. 
Milk thus treated will keep fresh from 
three to four days.—New York World, 


THE CLOVER HAY WORM. 


The farmer who finds in his mow the 
ffebs of the clover hay worm should 
read and act upon the advice of Pro- 
fessor Osborn, of the Iowa Agricultural 
College, who says: 
Where these webs 
are found I would advise a thorough 
cleaning out of the infested mow and 
burning of all the webbed and -worth- 
less hay containing the worms. Other- 
wise there will be developed an enor- 
mous number of moths to lay eggs in 
the coming season's crop of hay and 
the probability of worse damage 
an- 
other year than has occurred hereto- 
fore. 
It is exactly under such con- 
ditions, the holding over of masses of 
infected hay, that the worms find the 
best opportunity for 
i n c r e a G e , 
and, 
while it may involve some labor and 
apparent loss at the time, it may bo 
C o n s i d e r e d as next to throwing hay 
aw*ay to store it over a mass of hay jjre- 
viously infested, except that the upper 
portion will probably escape any seri- 
ous damage. 
It is possible that worms 
could be killed by use of bisulphide of 
carbon without removing the hay, but 
I hesitate to recommend it, as I know 
of no case where it has been used for 
this pest and because of the danger 
connected with its use, especially in a 
barn where lanterns may be brought, 
making possible the ignition of the 
f u m e s . — F a r m e r s ' Keview, 


HARVESTING APPLES AND PEARS, 


A late writer says that ho has lost a 
hundred barrels of choice apples in the 
course of his experience by not pick- 
ing them in the right season, often de- 
ferring the work for his corn cutting 
or potato digging. 
There is no doubt 
that many orchardists lose a groat deal 
by not gathering their apjjlwi in sea- 
fi(ju, or else, on the other hand, by 
picking them too soon. 


If the orchard and its croj) are valu- 
able many kinds of fruit are worth two 
seaeons of picking. 
The tirst half is 
when the^'' begin to drop from the tree; 
but there is another half or more, with 
some varieties which adhere iirmly and 
remain. 
If the gathering of these is 
deferred about 
two weeks they will 
keep longer and be better in quality. 
It is not difficult to select the 
most 
mature first by their color, and they 
will readily loosen at the stem, while 
the others strongly adhere. 


The well known rule for gathering 
pears, when the fruit will readily sepa- 
fate from the tree when lifted half way 
up, is an excellent rule, bat there is 
uoUttlly leiMd difft^reuct; iu tLe timu of^ 


ripening than -with apples. 
Peara 
which ripen early and in a medium sea- 
son should always be gathered some 
days before ripe. 


Choice varieties may bo packed in 
drawers or boxes, and will become 
more delicious at 
maturity than 
if 
rii^ened in the open air and on the 
tree. 
This is particularly important 
with early pears, and wrapped in flan- 
nel and allowed to remain some dava 
they will bo greatly improved, 
and 
those which have a slight blush natur- 
ally will redden into real beauty when 
matured. 
Late 
autumn 
or 
winter 
varieties require rather less care and 
may be treated more like winter ap- 
ples, but at the same time they should 
be carefully and ^vell secured in a cool 
and uniform temperature.—Cultivator 
and Country Gentleman, 


SPLIT CORN FOR 
FODDER. 


It pays to split corn for fodder. 
Theory and practice have demonstrated 
that 
fact 
beyond 
a 
shadow of a 
doubt. 
From various State agricul- 
tural experiment stations we are as- 
sured that 
milch cows will yield a 
greater flow of milk when fed on split 
corn than from any other feed, •while 
for fattening young steers there is no 
better food. 
A steer's mouth at three 
years of age is but partially provided 
with grinders, and it is difficult for 
him to masticate whole ears of corn or 
parts of ears broken crosswise of the 
cob. 
He will eat strips of car length- 
wise the cob and fatten as rapidly as 
at 
four years old, although at the 
latter age he is provided with a full 
set of mature grinders. 
Many feeders 
do not try to fatten steers till they are 
four years old for this reason. 
Cattle 
of any age can eat split corn without 
any soreness of mouth, which is fre- 
quently^ the case when fed on whole 
ears of corn. 


While there has been some differ- 
ence of opinion among feeders as to 
the value of cob as a feed, all agree 
that cob when prepared so cattle will 
eat it readilv is an aid to dii^estion not 
acquired from any other roughness. 
Cattle can be fed all the split corn 
they will cat without the hiast danger 
of overfeeding. 
As the liber of the 
cob is broken so that they will masti- 
cate the strips of ears like chewing a 
cud, without any wastage by slabber- 
ing grains of corn from the mouth, all 
the saliva is retained and mixed thor- 
oughly with the food, insuring a di- 
gestion so perfect that no wholegrains 
of corn are passed. 


According to the analysis of the 
Government chemist, there is a gain 
of twenty-five per cent, in nutriment 
by splitting the corn. 
This means 
that seventy-five bushels of split corn 
will do the work of one 
hundred 
bushels of whole cars; 
Of course it 
would not pay to do the work by hand, 
but with a machine which will split 
from 300 to 500 bushels per day the 
saving is obvious.—Farm, Field and 
Fireside.

TO CTJEAN COOKING VESSBIiS. 


Sometimes the most careful wash-

of water add about a tablespoonful of 
dissolved washing soda.

Rinse the 
utensil 
with 
clean, warm 
water, and, on wiping it diy, it will 
be found perfectly sweet.

TO CLEAN CARPETS AT HOJEE. 


I t is often the case that 
accidenta 
happen when one is far away from a 
cleaners, 
or 
when 
perchance 
the 
carpet may not be worth the expense 
of the professionars service, but would 
be extremely useful if put in good 
order. 


A simple and 
effectual means of 
cleaning is to rip the breadths ajiart, 
if the carpet is large ; take one breadth 
at a time over a common kitchen table 
or wide board and scour with pre- 
pared 
soapsuds, 
if 
necessary, 
or 
nai)htha. 
If 
that substance is to bo 
used, scrub the 
carpet 
thoroughly 
with an ordinary scrub-brush. 
If the 
washing is done with soapsuds, it is 
well to rinse tlie carpet thoroughly, 
which may be done by throwing oii 
l^ailfuls of water and scrubbing it out 
with the brush to rid the fabric of tho 
suds as nearly as may be. 
If 
the 
carpet shows symptoms of fading, or 
if the colors threaten to run, it ia 
quite worth while to go over it again 
and again with the brush and ^ with 
soft cloths and remove the water as 
rapidly as possible, meanwhile having 
the board or table tipped at an angle 
so as to allow all surplus water 
to 
drain away as quickly as it can. 
This 
is rather slow work and hard work; 
but if well done, the result will be a 
carpet 
entirely 
cleaned, 
perfectly- 
wholesome and quite good enough for 
an upper room or for the rugs and 
l^ieces that 
are 
required 
in 
every 
house.—New York Ledger.

couHider.

Such is the horse which for so many 
centuries the Arab has cherished while

turies, has transmitted to the thorough- 
bred of to-day the qualities that 
dis- 
tinguish him. 
The Barb, a native of 
Barbary, 
Morocco, 
and Tripoli and 
the Turk or Turkish horse, both of 
which resemble the Arabian in all im- 
jDortant characteristics, 
have 
joined 
with 
the Arabian in producing the 
thoroughbred, 
which 
to be 
of un- 
doubted quality, must have a lineage 
traced back to the Godolphin Arabian, 
the Byerly Turk or some other sire of 
pure blood and great qualities that 
made him famous. 
Two famous sires 
brought 
to 
England, 
the 
Darley 
Arabian and the Leedes Arabian, are 
asaerbed to have had undoubted pedi- 
grees extending back 4000 years, and 
it has been contended that these two 
were the only Arabian stallions of un- 
doubted pure 
Arabian 
blood 
ever 
brought to England.

PIOKTjKS. 


Onion Pickles—Scald large silver- 
skinned onions in boiling salt water, 
let stand twenty-four hours, i^our oil* 
the brine and scald in strong vinegar, 
drain, put in A jar, cover with strong, 
spiced vinegar, cover and set in cool 
place. 


Small Cucumber Pickles—Wash and 
wipe 150 small cucumbers of uniform 
size, put in a largo jar. 
Cover with 
boiling brine, let stand for twenty- 
four hours. 
Drain, wipe, put in clean 
jars, with a sliced onion, two dozen 
cloves, one ounce of mustard seed^ 
half a dozen blades of mace, a root of 
ginger 
and a 
dozen whole 
jiepper 
cones. 


Eed Cabbago Pickle—Quarter fine 
head 
of red cabbage, sprinkle 
with 
salt and let stand eight hours. 
Chop 
half a dozen onions and add to tha 
cabbage. 
Put in a kettle, cover with 
spiced Tinegar and set on the lire to 
scald. 
Take up, p u t in a jar, ijour 
fresh vinegar ovor, cover and set asido 
two weeks before using, 


Eipe 
Tomato 
Pickles — Puncture 
large ripe tonmtoes with a darjung 
needle. 
Put a layev of tomatoes with 
ohopjjed onions and a sprinkle of salt 
in a jar, put in more tomatoes ami 
eeason, let «tand four days, take from 
the jar, squeeze each tomato gently, 
put in a clean jar, cover with strong 
vinegar, 
seasoned 
with red pepijer, 
horsu radish and mustard seed. 


Creole 
Pickles—Take 
five 
dozen 
large cucumbers, two dozen full-grown 
green tomatoes, a dozen largo white 
ones, two dozen snmll onions, three 
heads of cabbage, ono i^int of grated 
horseradish, a quarter of a ¡jound ol 
mustard seed, half a teacup of ground 
pepper, half a pint of salad oil, one 
ounce of celery seed and ground cin* 
namon each, with two ounces of tur- 
meric. 
Quarter the cucumbers, to* 
matoes, large onions and cabbage, pnl 
in a jar with the small onions whole, 
sprinkle with salt. Jet stand 
twenty- 
four hours, drain, pour over a gallon 
of strong vinegar and let stand two 
days. 
Strain the 
vinegar 
off, and 
press the pickles as dry as possible. 
Mix the spices and seasoning Avell, add 
to a gallon and a half of fresh vinogiir, 
pour 
boiling 
hot over the piokl»«^ 
Mix in the oil. 
Cover and set in « 
cool dry place,—Courier-Journal.

on the pirates who fly the blao'c fía!? 
alonf? the coast of China and Japan, 
capturing merchant ves«e].«, rtiurdoring 
the crewR and looting the craft, a New 
York 
Herald 
correspondent 
Bays: 
This is the second time within a year 
that the different Powers havinci busi- 
ness relations with China and Japan 
have combined to run down the pirates. 
Just before the last raid, about ten 
months ago, I was iu Hong* Kon:>'. 
It 
was after losing* a valuable carero of 
animals 
that 
were 
being 
brought 
for mo to Honíí Kong* for Barnum's 
Circus. 
The entire creAV of the vessel 
had been murdered by Chinese pirates 
and the ship plundered of everythincf 
of value and burned to the water's 
edge. 
A short time ¡previous a good- 
sized steamer had been captured bv 
the pirates and every person aboard 
killed. 
It was one of the most tra:?:;; 
affairs over heard of and was tiu> cause 
of the combination of tlio diiferent 
Powers to make a great raid iigainsfc 
the marauders. 


The entire baud of ICJ men who 
had seized the steamer wero either 
shot down or beheaded. 
The suc.^-ss 
of the expedition was due to a very 
clever strategic movement on the pari 
of the Government o^hcials. 


The steamer which had been cap- 
tured by tho inrates carried a very 
valuable 
cargo. 
Her 
captain 
hail 
stopped at the mouth of a river on 
the Chinese coast and signaled for a 
pilot to direct him up tüe rlv^ r. 
A 
huge 
junk 
came down the fitrea.m, 
floating a pilot's flag at the masthead. 
The captain of the steamer was thrown 
off his guard, and he did nol: suspect 
treachery on the part of the innocent 
looking 
Junk, 
-with apjiarently but 
three or four Chinese sailors aboard. 
The truth of the matter was that ther.i 
were more than one hundred blood- 
thirsty pirates concealed aboard the 
junk, which was jDermitbod to come 
alongside of the steamer. 


Most of the crew of tho steamer 
wero at mess at the time. 
When the 
Captain went to the steamer's side to 
meet the supposed river pilot ho was 
shot down. 
This was the signal fui 
the pirates in concealment to board 
the steamer. 
More than five score oi 
them swarmed over the rail and com 
menced their bloody work. 
The cre^v 
of the steamer could offer no defense, 
and no quarter was shown them. Aftei 
all of the shij^'s 'crew had been mur- 
dered the most valuable part of th(- 
cargo was transferred to the big junli 
of the pirates. 


Then the steamer was sfrt on lire. 
Previous to tho capture of the steam- 
er 
the 
Chinese 
pirates 
contenteil 
themselves with capturing junks and 
sailing vessels. 
Their bold raid on 
the steamer was one stroke too much 
for tho Government oliicials, so plans 
were laid for a grand roundup of Blue 
beards; 
As I was one of the losers b;y 
the i^irates I was asked to take a hand 
in the ex])edition, and I did so. 


At the time there were live diffei^nt 
gangs working successfully along thu 
coast of China and Japan, 
Pive typi- 
cal merchant vessels were fitted out 
especially for this pirate 
capturing 
expedition. 
They wero manned by 
one hundred or more men and heavil/ 
ballasted so as to ride low in the watei 
and deceive tho pirates into the belief 
that they were laden Avith big cargoefi 
of merchandise. 
The decks of these 
vessels 
wero 
crowded with 
Gatling 
guns and rapid firing weaj^ons, 
Tliest 
wero skilfully hidden and the fighters 
were kept below. 
The five vessels, 
similarly equipped, were distributed 
among tho districts infested by the 
pirates. 
They 
all Cfuni^leted their 
work about the same time. 


The pirate chaser which I shipped 
on lay around, low down in tho water, 
and was quickly espied by the Blue- 
beards, 
Tiiey beheved that a rich 
prize was within their grasp. 
Tin. 
commanding 
olficer 
of 
tho 
pirate 
chaser permitted the gang to get up 
alongside and even allowed them tu 
lash their junks to our ship, 
'.\5ut tht: 
moment the crafts wero securely fast- 
ened to each other and tho piratef^ 
made ready to board us our men in 
concealment below swarmed on deck 
and began their work of slaughter. 
At least 
twenty 
rapid 
firing 
gunt 
poured a leaden hail into the decks oi 
pirate vessels. 
Out of 180 ])irates who 
wero aboard 
tho two junks exactly 
eighteen wero 
alive when 
our men 
boarded 
the 
craft. 
The 
eighteen 
pirates were so badly wounded, though, 
that death was a question of a few 
hours. 


Our commanding 
officer had 
tho 
surviving pirates beheaded at once, 
and then, according to instructions, 
cut off the heads of all the dead men 
and carried" the members aboard our 
ship, 
Tho bodies of the pirates were 
thrown overboard. 


The other four pirate chasers went 
through the same jjerformance, 
and 
4WÜ human heads were carried back to 
Hong Kong as the result of this grand 
raid on the Bluubuurds« 
I

treatares of frold lu 
the ]^ational

Intrinsically, apart from the historic 
Interest attachtof to them.

these are three masiiTO caskets oi 
solid 
gold, each as 
hig as a four- 
pound candy box. 
They were gifts 
to Gen. Grant 
from 
the 
cities of 
London, Ayr and Glasgow, respect- 
iTely, 
containing 
the 
freedom 
of 
those towns. 
There is a gold card of 
invitation to a ball, which was sent 
to tbe hero of Appomattox by friends 
in San Francisco. 
I t was Inclosed in 
a silver envelope, with the address 
engraved on the outside and an ordi- 
nary 
2-cent 
stamp 
affixed. 
Also 
there is a gold scimitar, sent by the 
Emperor of Morocco to Thomas Jef- 
ferson, as well as many gold-hilted 
swords with 
solid 
gold 
scabbards. 
Two 
of these were 
given to Gen. 
Shields by the States of South Caro- 
lina and Illinois as tokens of appre- 
ciation for services in the Mexican 
war. 
Congress purchased them from 
the Generars family for $10,000. 


In the same collection is a gold 
box set with a big N in diamonds, 
which was presented 
by 
Napoleon 
III. to Joseph Francis, the inventoi 
of the life-saving car. 
There Is also 
a metal of gold worth $5,000, which 
was given by Congress to Francis ID 
recognition of his service to human- 
ity. 
I t is the most valuable medal 
ever conferred by this Government 
on 
an 
individual. 
Francis 
died 
about six 
months ago, being 
long 
past 
90. 
Somo time previously he 
had surrendered these trophies to the 
National 
Museum, 
and 
during the 
last years of his life he constantly 
haunted-that institution, keeping an 
eye upon the case containing his go d 
box and medal, while watching with 
gratified 
interest 
the visitors who 
paused to examine the mementoes ol 
his achievement. 
All such treasures 
at the museum, though 
apparently 
protected only by glass, are In reality 
connected with a system of burglai 
alarms, so that nobody could touch a 
single 
article without 
rousing 
the 
whole building. 
Once a year all ol 
them 
are 
cleaned, 
though 
thcii 
brightness is but little dimmed, tho 
cases being air tight
